NAACP to return 
to its roots under 
new chair woman

The NAACP, the nation’s oldest civil 
rights organization, has been torn apart 
by sensational scandals and destructive 
infighting for the past nine months, which 
came to a head when former executive 
director Benjamin Chavis was ousted 
last August. 

One woman vows to steer the or- 
ganization back to its roots -- as the 
leading voice for human and civil-rights 
That woman is Myrlie Evers-Williams 
who was elected chairwoman of the na- 
tional organization's 64-member board 
on Saturday, Feb. 18. Evers-Williams 
beat out 10-year chairman William Gib- 
son by one vote, winning 30-29. Gibson, 
a South Carolina dentist, had been ac 
cused of misusing NAACP funds for per 
sonal use. He denies the charges 

Evers-Williams outlined her agenda 
on Sunday, Feb. 19, at a press con- 
ference. She says the main focus right 
now is on soliciting donations to eliminate 
the NAACP's astounding $4 million debt 
and conducting a thorough financial in- 
vestigation led by newly elected 
treasurer Frank Borges, a Wall Street 
businessman and former Connecticut 
state treasurer. Evers-Wiliams’ victory 
elicited several enthusiastic donations, 
including $100,000 from the Chrysler 
Corporation 

Finding a permanent executive direc- 
tor to replace Chavis is also a top priority. 
"We will be looking for someone who is 
a good administrator, who understands 
the NAACP. A big name is not a top 
requirement," Evers-Williams said. Top 
contenders for the post include Former 
New York mayor David Dinkins; former 
Atlanta mayors Maynard Jackson and 
Andrew Young; former Texas repre- 
sentative Barbara Jordan, who is now in 
charge of a federal immigration panel; 
National Public Radio President Delano 
Lewis; New York University law professor 
Derrick Bell and Jewell Jackson-Mc- 
Cabe, president of the National Coalition 
of 100 Black Women. Evers-Williams ap- 
pointed NAACP administrator Earl Shin- 
hoster as acting executive director.

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Robin Stith acquitted! 


Immediately following the closing ar- 
guments last week, Franklin County 
Municipal Judge Richard Pfeiffer 
rendered his decision of not guilty of 
three charges leveled against Columbus 
Attorney Robin Stith by the Whitehall 
Police Department 

Last May, Stith was stopped in 
Whitehall driving a late model sports car 
and was subsequently arrested and 
charged with disorderly. conduct, 
obstruction of officials business and 
resisting arrest 

Stith’s husband, Benjamin Taylor, was 
cited for reckless operation after he ap- 
peared on the scene during the incident 
and police charged he tried to run them 
down with a car. He was found not guilty 
in a seven-hour trial in November by 
Judge Teresa Liston 

Stith said she felt ‘numb’ after 
Pfeiffer's decision 

"Itwas humiliating, degrading and un- 
fortunately something Black people have" 
to go through everyday,” Stith said’ "I 
suffered and am apprehensive when 
police cars come up behind me." 

Although Stith-says she has gone on 
with her life, she says it's hard to believe 
in people who are sworn to “protect and 
serve." "The incident made me realize 
that in a matter of seconds, the police can 
either take your life or ruin your life.”

0.J. defense lawyers grill 
police about sloppy work

O.J Simpson's defense attorneys continue to grill police about alleged 
sloppy work at the crime scene on the night-of the June 42 murders Simpson 
has pleaded innocent to. The defense asserts that officers trampled through the 
blood-Soaked ‘walkway of the Brentwood condo where Simpson's ex-wife Nicole 
and her friend Ron Goldman were slain 

On Wednesday, Feb. 15, Los Angeles police officers Robert Riske and Sgt 
Dave Rossi testified. Through cross-examination, defense lawyer Johnnie 
Cochran Jr, implied police reached the crime scene through a grassy area, 
possibly erasing the killer's footprints, failed to use protective gloves or shoe 
covers walking through the scene, did not have a half-melted cup of ice cream 
in the condo analyzed to determine time of death and did not call the coroner 
until dawn (the bodies were discovered around midnight) 

Riske admitted he used Nicole Brown Simpson's phone before it could be 
dusted for prints and failed to contact O.J. Simpson immediately by using a 
speed-dial button marked "Dad" on the phone 

Prosecutor Marcia Clark disputed the defense's strategy by attempting to 


show that police didn't walk through the crime scene unprotected until after 
evidence had been collected, that Riske used Nicole Simpson's phone to call 
for back instead of using the CB in his police car to keep media from picking 


up the conversation on scanners and that many procedural errors” cited by the 
defense, such as failing to call the coroner immediately, were not police officers 
responsibilities 

Detective Ron Phillips testified Feb. 15-16, stating that he and his partner, 
Detective Mark Fuhrman, did not handle any evidence when they arrived at the 
murder scene, challenging the defense’s theory that Fuhrman planted a bloody 
ql on Simpson's estate 
Cochran questioned Phillips about a tape of his call to the corner at 6 49a.m 
on June 13. “The press is going to be crawling on us like ants. We're kind of not 
following procedure,” Phillips says in the tape The: officer claims he was

Could Ohio be next stop on anti-civil rights train?

You may not have noticed, but there’s 
a train coming. 

It is getting started in California, and 
gathering steam there as it prepares to 
come across the country. It has started 
somewhat small, but its impact -- like the 
impact of the train tracks thal crossed the 
nation in the 1860s -- is likely to be 
monumental, 

it is the anti-affirmative-action train. 

Two California professors, Glynn 
Custred and Tom, Woods, are promoting 
their plan, called the "California ‘Civil 
Rights Initiative,” which would eliminate 
all affirmative action programs in‘ the 
State. : 

Called the "Son of 187", last year's 
initiative campaign which controlled and 
punished immigratiof to California, the 


initiative is also backed by the states 
lone Black on the Board of Regents of 
the University of California, Ward Con- 
nerly 

The language of the initiative is

simple: "Neither the State of California, 
nor any of its political subdivisions or 
agents -shail-use-race, sex, color, eth- 
nicity or national origin as a criterion for 
either discriminating against, or granting 
preferential treatment.to, any individual 
of group in the operation of the State's 
system of public employment, public 
education of public contracting,” 
Right“now, according to California 
pollster Mervin Field, the initiative is likely 
to pass. The backrs are attempting to 


raise more than a million dollars in the 
State to put the initiative on the ballot -- a 
goal that is quite Hkely to be met. And 
polls have already shown overwhelming 
support for the measure 

Already, California Republican Gov. 
Pete Wilson -- who is being mentioned 
as a possible Republican candidate for 
president in 1996 -- has expressed some 
measured support for the effort, And, in 
California, even some white Democrats 
are walking lightly around the issue, 
noting the strong support it faces in the 
electorate 

The measure is being readied for the 
ballot in 1996.  Custred and Wood are 
pointing directly toward the November 
1996 election -- a presidential election 
year. Custred and Wood, however, are 
not through: they are looking to place 
their initiative on the ballot in states 
across the cougiry. Just as termaimits 


swept the nation in the past two election 
cycles, they are hoping that they can 
take the message of anti-affirmative-ac- 
tion nationwide 


Affirmative action -- in all its divisive 
glory -- might quite possibly be the major 
issue in the 1996 elections nationwide 

A\ Tuchfarber, of the Institute for 
Policy Studies at the University of Cincin- 
nati, said his organization, which does 
polling on major political and policy is- 
sues in Ohio, has not previously polled 
on the phenomenon of affirmative action 
hostility, But he expects to’in the future.” 

“This is going to become a national 
issue," Tuchfarber said. "I think it's going 
to be a major part of the 1996 presidential 
election.”

"We will be very vocal on issues 
that deal with welfare reform ... and 
attempts to roll’ back many of the 
gains we have seen over the years, 
especially affirmative action,” she 
said, 

Evers-Williams, 61, has an im- 
pressive record and a long history 
with the NAACP. She was ~born 
Myrlie Beasley on March 17, 1933, 
in Vieksburg, Miss,, raised by her 
grandmother and aunt, both 
teachers. She married NAACP Mis- 

- sissippi field secretary Medgar 
Evers on Dec. 24, 1951, and they 
had four children -- Darrell Kenyat- 
ta, 41; Reena Denise, 40, and 
James Van Dyke, 35. 

During the turbulent civil rights 
movement in the '60s, the Evers’ 
home was bombed -and a white 
supremacist shot and killed 
Medgar on June 12, 1963. Evers- 
Williams, mounted an aggressive, 
31-year campaign to bring her first 
husband's killer to justice, The 
campaign was successful; Byron 
De La Beckwith was convicted of 
the murder in 1994. 

"This is the second time in just 
over a year that I've been able to 
put my fists up and say, "Yea!'| have 
said Medgar died for the NAACP. | 
will live for the NAACP," Evers-Wil- 
liams said. 

Evers-Williams succeeded her 
first husband as NAACP Mississip- 
pi field secretary after his death and 
remarried on July 31, 1975, to ex- 
longshoreman and artist Walter 
Edgar Williams, eventually settling 
in Bend; Ore. Williams is seriously 
ill with cancer but encouraged his

Highlights of her career include 
stints as administrator of 
California's Claremont College;

commissioner of the Los Angeles 
Board of Public Works 

Women have been making 
gains in leadership roles in the 
NAACP, both on the local and na- 
tional level. “I won't say it’s a trend 
but it shows perhaps a need for 
change," ‘said Columbus Branch 
NAACP President Rhonda Whit- 
low, who succeeded outgoing 
president Ruth Fraling-McNeil in 
November. | 
- The fact that Evers-Williams 
won by such a slim margin came as 
a surprise to many, considering the 
NAACP’s myriad problems under 
Gibson. "Some people have a ten- 
dency to get comfortable with what 
is," Whitlow speculated. Gibson 
has reportedly taken the loss gra- 
ciously and consented to 
cooperate with Evers-Williams to 
rebuild the NAACP. : 

Whitlow acknowledged that 
many local branches were affected 
by the turmoil in the national or- 
ganization and that some African 
Americans were reluctant to sup- 
port the organization because of 
the widely publicized problems. 
‘The answer is yes, there were 
some” who turned their back on the 
NAACP, "but there are others who 
are diehards like myself,": said 
Whitiow.

The 
gain was attributed largely at the 
time to "white backlash."

“Backlash against a series of 
events is understandable,” Tuch- 
farber said. "Backlash’ against a 
major public policy thrust of the 
country, and of most states and 
most localities over the past 30 
years, is more enduring." 

If there is one clear conse- 
quence of this movement, Tuchfar- 
ber said, it will be that it will force 
overt discussion of race in the elec- 
tion campaign. 

"We're going to have a public 
debate on these policies that we 
haven't had in the past 20 years," 
Tuchfarber said. “And | don't know 
how it's going to turn out." 

“All of us need to think long and 
hard about what the implications of 
that are.”

the best of liberalism, populism, and 
democratic socialism, In his lecture, he con-

West is a noted philosopher, educator, 
activist, and author.

Sodium (salt) is essential.to life 
and proper cell functiony However, 
most of us’consume much more 
than is necessary. Approximately 
0.15% of the adult body weight is 
due to sodium, The main Source of 
sodium is table salt, but it is also 
found in monosodium glutamate 
(MSG); artificial sweeteners like 
sodium saccharin-and in many food 
additives and drugs. There is strong 
evidence that high sodium intake 
Can Cause problems with hyperten- 
sion or high blood pressure. The 
Senate Select Committee on Nutri- 
tion recommended that sodium 
should be restricted to more than 
3,200 milligrams daily -- about one 
fifth of what the average American 


now consumes, Some sodium is - 


found in almost all foods and is 
absolutely essential.for life and 


good health: Sodium should not be 


Testricted 10 1695 tHaQyBOO Mile; :, 


ligrams per day. 

Cutting back on sodium may 
help many people bring high blood 
pressure down to safer levels. Low 
sodium diets do not have to be 
bland and boring. When trying to 
eliminate salt, replace it with other 
flavorings (herbs, spices, etc.). Salt 
substitutes are also available. One 
of my favorite salt replacements is 
garlic flakes. Garlic adds a lot of 
flavor to almost any food 

STEPS TO LOWER SODIUM 
INTAKE: 

1. Don't add salt at the table. 
Not adding salt, however, is only 
part of the picture. Most salt is al- 
ready present in foods, either by 
nature or by food processing. Com- 
pare the following foods for sodium 
content 

1 teaspoon salt = 2,000 mg 

1 large dill pickle = 1,137 mg

That new meaning of African Centered 
thought, as defined by Dr. Wade Nobles, “is 
nothing more than a term categorizing a 
quality of thought and practice which is 
rooted in the cultural image and interest of 


African people and which represents and . 


reflects the life experiences, history and 
traditions of African people as the center of 
analyses." 

Dr..Nobles further states that African 
Centered thought is “the intellectual and 
philosophical foundations upon which 
African people should create their own 
scientific criterion for authenticating human 
reality.” 

Through the African Centered Education 
Movement, African American History Month 
has now become the catalyst for the intense 


study of Africa and the history of African , 


people throughout the world 365’ days a 
year. 

Dr. Carter G. Wooden, who founded, in 
February of 1926, what was called "Negro 
History Week," at that time, would indeed 
be inspired by the continuing discussion 
and debate over the infusion of the con- 
tributions of African people in all subjects 
Dr. Woodson was deeply concerned that 
the contributions of African people to this 
society and the world were not given their 
proper recognition. 

Dr. Woodson's great book, The Mis- 
Education of the Negro, written in 1933, 
described in the first chapter titled, The 
Seat of the Trouble, the essence the African 
Centered Curriculum Movement is battling 
against today - 62 years later. 


Dr. Woodson explained that "Of the 
hundreds of Negro high schools recently 
examined (1933) by an expert in the United 
States Bureau of Education, only eighteen 
offer a course taking up the history of the 
Negro, and in most of the Negro colleges 
and universities where the Negro is thought 
of, the race is studied only as a problem or 
dismissed as of little consequence." 

Continuing on, Dr. Woodson gave an 
example of “an officer of a Negro university, 
thinking that an additional course on the 
Negro should be given there, called upona 
Negro Doctor of Philosophy of the faculty to 
offer such work. He promptly informed the 
officer that he knew nothing about the 
Negro, He did not go to schoo! to waste his 
time that.way. He went to be educated in a 
system which dismissed the Negro as a 
nonentity." 

Obviously, since the writing of this great 
book, we have come along way in our battle 
against challenging thé white supremacy 
foundation of the American public school 
curriculum. However, we still have a long 
way to go! ‘ 

The Black Movement of the 1960's gave 
us an impetus to reexamine our history and 
its impact on this country and the world. 
This movement brought on renewed inter- 
est, on the part of our people, to study our 
history. = 

We moved from the use of the term 
“Negro” in referring to ourselves and began 
to use Black as the more appropriate way 
to désctibe who we are. We went from 
Black History Week to Black History Month 
In fact, some of us began to refer to the 
month of February as Black Liberation 
Month 

It was through the movement of the 
1960's, particularly the Black Power Phase, 
that we began to reidentify with our 
homeland - Africa, and the interconnection 
of African people throughout the world.

1877 - 1968 

Two of the world's most famous 
«S@dipters, ‘Rodin’ant' St: Gaudens, 
were mentors for Meta Vaux War- 
rick Fuller, who become a 
celebrated sculptress herself 
During a 70-year period, she faced 
racial discrimination and misfor- 
tune, emerging triumphant and suc- 
cessful. On June 9, 1877 her 
journey into history began, when 
she was born to William and Emma 
Jones Warrick 

Meta showed a talent for the per- 
forming arts from an early age, but 
it was when she was singled out for 
special art lessons. that the talent 


became dominant. In 1894, she ' 


received a three year scholarship te 
Study her cratt at Liberty Tadd’s In- 
dustrial Art Sch t the Pennsy!- 
vania Museum 0!

LORRAINE VIVIAN 

HANSBERRY 

1930 - 1965 

Lorraine was born in Chicago on 
May 19, 1930.’ During her short life 
of only 35 years, she made a vivid 
imprint on the American theatre 
scene. She authored “A Raisin in 
the Sun." The play captured the 
New York Drama Critics Circle 
Award as best play during the 1958- 
59 season. She was the first Black 
author that earned such a prize. "A 
Raisin in the Sun’, was eventually 
adapted into 4 movie and remains a 
classic 

Lorraine attended Chicago 
public schools and was an -avid 
reader. Some of her favorite writers 
were Langston Hughes, historian 
Carter G. Woodson and Countee 
Cullen. She studied stage design 
and art at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. There she studied stage design 
and art, and discovered a love for 
the theatre. In 1950 she journeyed 
to New York, In 1951 while working 
as a waitress in a Greenwich Village 


restaurant, she met her husband 
Robert Nemiroff, the owner's son 

With her husbands. support, 
Hansberry began writing short 
stories, poetry, and plays. She 
devoted her creative energies in 
1956-57 to writing *A Raisin in the 
Sun," The plot centered on a Black 
Chicago family surviving to-over- 
come their conflicts in the midst of a 
racist society. "A Raisin in the Sun" 
opened at Broadway's Ether Bar- 
rymore theatre. The play ran for 19 
months, winning for its author the 
coveted Drama Circle Award, The 
play was later adapted into a movie. 
The play put Lorraine into the 
limelight, and her social and public 
speaking appearances increased 
tremendously 

She was Stricken with cancer in 
1963, and until her death in 1965, 
she frequented the hospital. Deter- 
mined to continue writing, she com- 
pleted her second Broadway play, 
"The Sign in Sidney Brustein’s Win- 
dow’, which opened October, 1964 
Hansberry died three months after 
the play opened, January 12, 1965 


As a tribute to Lorraine, her hus- 
band compiled and edited To Be 
Young, Gifted and Black, which was 
published in 1969. It contains a 
compilation of autobiographical 
statements from her. An example of 
the wisdom it contains is this: “Out 
of the depths of pain we have 
thought to be our sole heritage in 
this world - oh, we know about love! 
Perhaps we shall be the teachers 
when it is done. And that is why | say 
to you that, although it be a thrilling 
and marvelous thing to be merely 
young and gifted in such times, it is 
doubly so - doubly dynamic, to be 
young, gifted and Black." ” 


Hansberry's full potential will 
never be known, because her life 
was shortened. However, as Black 
Broadway playwright, she was 
preceded by very few, and none of 
them women.

ASA PHILIP RANDOLPH 
1889 - 1979 
Asa Philip Randolph was born 
to James W. Randolph and wife 
on April 15, 1889, in Crescent City, 
Fla. Randolph was a writer and 
with a friend founded a journal, 
. It was an out- 
spoken, highly opinionated radi- 


cal magazine which did-not gain— 


financial success. However, it did 
serve as a vehicle for Randolph's 
viewpoints on war and capitalism, 
His views as a socialist was that a 
decent, well paying job was the 
first step towards social and politi- 
cal freedom. He saw the condition 
of American Blacks and other 
minorities as the symptom of a 
larger social illness caused by an 
unfair distribution of power, 
wealth and resources. 

By 1925, the Pullman Com- 
pany, builders/operators of sleep- 
ing cars and parlor cars for the 
nation’s railroad, was the largest 
single employer of Blacks in the 
U:S. It paid its 12,000 porters

about $60 per month for 400 
hours or 11,000 miles, Porters 
were required to pay. for their 
meals and to purchase for their 
own uniforms and equipment. 
They were not compensated for 
the five hours of preparation time 
before trips or any overtime. They 


also worked straight through 
without layover time. 

Asa Philip Randolph was 
asked to organize the porters in 
an &ffort to acquire fair treatment 
from the Puliman Company, and 
in 1925 Randolph founded the 
Brotherhood of Sleeping Car 
Porters union, becoming its first 
president, The company did 
everything in its power to stop the 
union. The organization was in 
constant battle for twelve years, 
but the Pullman Company finally 
conceded to their demands, 
twelve years to the day. Aug. 25, 
1937 Pullman's president an- 
nounced to the Brotherhood 
negotiators, “Gentlemen, the 
Pullman Company is ready to 
sign." History was made, It was 
the first time a contract has been 
signed between a Black union 
and an American corporation. 

Asa Philip Randolph's con- 
tributions were numerous and his 
contributions to Black Americans 
can never be forgotten.

C.W. Bryant: 


builder, engineer, businessman 


iC harles William Bryant Jr. was a self-made man who 
iped to make a city 


With his cousin, Hugh, his brother, Janes, his wife, Marin, 
and his three sons -- James, Charles and Neil — C.W. Bryant 
built a contracting business that dominated the construction 
industry in central Ohio for nearly fifty years, In the areas of 
house moving, renovation, demolition, steel rigging and general 
contracting, his companies were without peer 

In the waning years of the 19th cenfury, when Bryant was 
still a teenager, hetook a few logs, timbers, ropes and pulleys 
given to him by « former employer and parlayed those toa)s 
into a business that helped to remake the face of Columbus. 

When the Scioto river overflowed its banks, cutting a swath 
of devastation through the heart of the city, it was C.W 
Bryant's comparly that built the temporary Broad Street bridge 
which kept commerce and trade moving through downtown 
and beyond; and it was the same company that played a major 
role in cleaning up the mess the river left behind 

When the State of Ohio decided to renovate and remodel 
the quarters of the Ohio Supreme Court in 1921 ~ a job that 
required not only raw power and technical skill, but 
meticulous attention to fine detail -- 


upon the Bryants. 


of course they called 
history indeed. 


Despite an almost total lack of formal education (he 
is believed to have left school after the third grade) 
Bryant became known as one of the city's foremost 
construction engineers and an extraordinarily shrewd 
and astute businessman. 

He was a big man -- over six feet tall and weighing over 200 
pounds -- who believed in doing things in a big way, His en- 
terprises included, at one time ot another, banking, retail sales, 
entertainment, hotels and a beer distributorship. More ofien than 
not, no matter what type of business he might have been 
involved in, C.W. Bryant was either the only one or one of a 
select few African Americans operating on 4 significant scale. 

Following his death in the 1960s, CW, Bryant Sons Inc. 
vas liquidated.” But the legacy of his shrewdness as a 
businessman, his ingenuity as a engineer, and his generosity as 
a leading figure in the African American community will live 
on far into the future

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nalist. She was born of slave 
parents in Holy Springs, Mississippi 
in 1862. At age fourteen, she was 
orphaned by a yellow fever 
epidemic. Despite this adversity, 
she managed to attend Rust Col- 
lege and Fisk University. From 1884 
to 1891, she taught segregated 
public school in Memphis, Tenn., 
and began writing articles for the 
Free Speech, a Black newspaper. 
In 1891, the. Memphis Board of 
Education fired her because her ar- 
ticles were too firey and controver- 
sial, Afterwards, she acquired a 
partnership in the Free Speech, be- 
came its editor and traveled 
throughout the southern states. 

Miss Wells was strong willed and 
Spirited. Once when asked to leave 
the “white section” of a train she 
flatly refused and had to be forcibly 
removed by three conductors. She 
sued and won $500 in damages, 
but the decision was later reversed. 
She became an outspoken an- 
tagonist against the senseless mur- 
ders (i.e. lynchings) of Blacks 
When a friend, Thomas Moss, and 
two other Black business men were 
lynched for defending their proper- 
ty, she-wrote an editorial identifying 
the murderers and demanded that 
they be brought to justice. 

Later, writing under a pen name 
"lola," she published a shocking, 
detailed expose on the activities of 
the lynch mobs. The same night the 
expose appeared in the Free 
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] 
“The theme and focus of the con-

Speech, her printing office was 
vandalized: and all the equipment 
and copies of the Free Speech 
were destroyed, She went to New 
York where she joihed the staff of 
the New York Age, edited by T. 
Thomas Fortune, and began a fer- 
vent crusade against lynching. She 
made several trips to Europe to 
publicize the facts about lynching. 
Her speeches were well covered by 
English newspapers, which drew 
villainous attacks form White 
newspapers in the United States. 

In 1895, Miss Wells published."A 
Red Record, a serious statistical 
statement of tragic lynching in the 
United States, which could not be 
refuted. She discredited the myth 
that Black men were lynched be- 
cause they raped white women 
The fact was, she stated, “they were 
murdered," as were her friends be- 
cause whites felt that Blacks were 
"too uppity and too successful." In 
her appeal to President William Mc- 
Kinley for support, she stated, 
"nowhere in the civilized world, 
save in the United States, do men 
go out in bands of fifty to five 
thousand, to hunt down, shoot, 
hang or burn to death, a. single in- 
dividual, unarmed and absolutely 
powerless.” 

In 1895, Miss Wells married Fer- 
dinard Barnett, an attorney and a 
Chicago newspaper owner, and 
later bore four children. Together, 
they used their newspaper lo ex-

pose injustice perpetrated against 
Blacks. Mrs. Barnett became 
frustrated that violence against 
Blacks was growing and that noth- 
ing was being done. Once, when 
investigating a lynching in Cairo, 
\ll., she found the Black 
townspeople too afraid to protest. 
Alone, she went to the State House 
in Springfield to argue against the 
reinstatement of the sheriff who 
had permitted the murder. For more 
than a day, she pleaded her case 
against the best lawyers in 
southern lilinois and won. That was 
the last of lynching in the state of 
Ilinois, 

Mrs, \da B. Wells Barnett was 
perhaps the most famous Black _ 
female journalist-of her time. She 
was correspondent for the Mem- 
phis Watchman, Detroit Plain 
Dealer, Indianapolis World, and 
the Little Rock Sun, to name a few. 
Mr. T. Thomas Fortune, a noted 
Black editor of the time, said, "She 
has become famous as one of the 
few of our wonien who handle a 
goose quill, with diamond point, as 
easily as any man in the 
newspaper work.” Mrs. Barnett 
was cited as one of the 25 out- 
standing women in Chicago's his- 
tory, and one of its housing projects 
bears her name. She died in 1931.

Dr. Charles Drew: A tribulation 
loctor who died an ironic death 


Or. Charles Richard Drew was 
rn in 1904 in Washington, D.C.

In 1941, Dr. Drew resigned his 
position with the ARBB after the 
War Department sen} out a directive 
Stating that blood taken from white 
donors should not be mixed with 
blood that of Black donors, This 
issue caused widespread con- 
troversy. Dr. Drew galled the order 
a stupid blunder. He further stated 
that "the blood of individual human 
beings may differ by blood group- 
ings, but there is absolutely no 
scientific basis to indicate any dif- 


ference in human blood from race 
to race." 

Dr. Drew was killed in an 
automobile accident while on a trip 
to a medical meeting at Tuskegee 
Institute in 1950. The irony of his 
death is that his life may have been 
saved if he had received immediate 
medical attention following the ac- 
cident. Discrimination at the nearby 
white hospitals did not allow him to 
receive the blood transfusion 
needed to save his life 


Forten used fortune to 
free numerous slaves 


JAMES FORTEN, SR. 

1766 - 1842 

James Forten, Sr. was born in 
niladelphia in 1766 to parents, 
1omas and Sarah Forten. James 
orten invented and perfected a sail 
ysigned to make the guiding of 
ips easier. In addition, Forten was., 
1 abolitionist, a champion of 
lacks' rights, and a leader of 
form movements long before the 
nergence of Frederick Douglass 


Forten spent over half of his 
$300,000 fortune (a large sum at 
that time) to finance different 
crusades for abolitionists’ activities 

James Forten's abolitionist ac- 
tivities were numerous, His 
amassed fortune enabled him to 
buy many slaves’ freedom 
Congress’ overwhelming rejection 
of a petition presented by the Free 
Blacks of Philadelphia (suggesting 
a modification of the Fugitive Slave 


Act) probably sparked Forten's 
decision to become an abolitionist. 

Forten along with Black leaders 
Richard Allen and Absalom Jones, 
enlisted the help of 2,500 Blacks to 
help guard Philadelphia against the 
British during the War of 1812. He 
also used his leadership to. solicit 
many of the first 1,700 Black sub- 
scribers for William Lloyd 
Garrison's newspaper, The 
Liberator, and donated money to 


help cover the paper's first 27 sub- 
scriptions. His-Lombard Street 
home served as an Underground 
Railroad way station for escaping 
slaves. There are only a few of the 
many activities that James Forten, 
Sr. was involved in, for he main- 
tained a strong stance against 
colonization and slavery.

For this, and for other roles, 
he mastered several African 
dialects. In 1835, he resigned from 
the newspaper in protest over ef- 
forts of the American Colonization 
Society to contro! the publication 
Russwurm refused to let this inci- 


dent compromise his passion for 
Atrica and, in 1836 he was ap- 
pointed governor of the Maryland in 
Liberia settlement. He proved an 
efficient and progressive ad- 
ministrator, instituting a variety of 
reforms including the encourage- 
ment of agriculture and trade, the 


‘establishment of a court with 


presiding judges, and the taking of 
a census in 1843 


One June 9, 1851, death ended 
John Brown Russwurm’s career, 
highly praised for his governing 
skills, he was survived by his wife, 
Sara McGill Russwurm and four of 
their five children. Amonument was 
erected in his honor and island was 
famed after him. But his real mark 
was on the college campus and 
later as a pioneer in Black jour-

Richard Owings of the famed

At the age of 14, he won his first 
race on September 15, 1875 when 
he rode Glentina to victory at Crab 
Orchard Park in Lexington. During 
his career he ran 1,412 times for an 
incredible total of 628 victories. He 
was so successful early on in his 
career, that a big time gambler of- 
fered Murphy $10,000 to have first 
call on his services. In 1884 he ran 
and won his first Kentucky. During 
the 1800's he was dominate figure 
inthe sport of horse racing. At one 
pdint he won an incredible 49 of 51 
starts at Sarastoa, New York. 

In the early 1880's he recorded 
two more Kentucky Derby wins 
making him the only Black jockey in 
history to do so. In 1891, Murphy 
encountered weight problems 
where he ballooned to 140 pounds 
during the season. His strenuous 
dieting caused him to lose strength 
and resistance, making him vul- 
nerable to infection. In 1895; he 
caught pneumonia and died shortly 
thereafter on February 12, 1896 at 
the age’ of 35, leaving a $30,000 
estate to his wife, Lucy.

His device 
allowed small amounts of oil to 
drip continuously onto the moving 
parts of a machine while it was in 
operation, Prior to his invention, all 
motorized machinery had to be 
periodically brought to a complete 
stop so that lubricants could be 
applied by hand

having the “Real McCoy,” an ex- 
pression that is still used today to 


next-26 years McCoy made 
various changes and patented 
more than fifty different automatic 
lubricators..He also specialized in 
lubricating devices for special 
kinds of machinery such as air* 
brakes and steam engines. 

Elijah McCoy died in Detroit, 
Mich. at age 85, in 1929. “The 
Real McCoy" process is still 
employed in our modern day 
machinery such as automobiles, 
locomotives, rockets, ships and a 
vast number of other machines. 
McCoy's invention will always be 
remembered for modernizing the 
industrial world 


T. Fortune, most able, 
sarcastic journalist 


T. THOMAS. FORTUNE 

1856 - 1928 

T. Thomas Fortune, fearless, 
able and most sarcastic of Negro 
Journalists, waged a relentless fight 
in the press against corrupt 
politicians and those who denied 
the Negro his full rights of citizen- 
ship. This militant crusader was 
born in Florida of slave parents 
who, after the liberation gf slaves, 
moved to Jacksonville. In Jackson- 
ville, Fortune attended the Stanton 
High School for Negroes and was 
employed in the local newspaper 
offices. He was appointed special 
inspector of customs for the eastern 


district_of Delaware in 1875, but 
soon resigned to continue his 
education at Howard. University in 
Washington, D.C. After two years of 
study, he returned to Florida to 
teach, but, because the classroom 
held no interest for him, he moved 
to New York City in 1879. 

In New York City, Fortune started 
a newspaper, The Rumor, which 
became The New York Globe. Be- 
cause of a disagreement between 
Fortune and his partner in the 
newspaper, the Globe died in 1884. 
A week fater, Fortune produced 
another paper, The New York 
Freeman, which became one of the 


most militant Repro. newanapers in 
the United’ States. With Jerome 
Peterson as partner, he peels a 
the name ofthe paper to the New 


York Age 


Fortune published three books, 
Black and White, the Negro in 
Politics and Dream of Life, and in 
the late 1880's worked as an 
editorial writer for the New York 
Evening Sun, a leading daily 
newspaper.

BEVERLY JOHNSON 

FASHION TRAILBLAZER 

Blessed with an extraordinary 
face, probably the only person who 
did not realize that she was des- 
tined for a career jn modeling was 
Beverly Johnsonfherself. Being in 
the fashion indjstry was the far- 
thest thing on this tall and awkward 
teenager's mind. 

Born in 1952 in New York, 
Johnson spent most of her early 
days as a tomboy who was very 
interested in sports. She later at- 
tended Northeastern University in 


Boston, where she studied criminal 
justice 

In 1971, at the mere age of 
nineteen, Johnson was discovered 
in New York and her modeling 
career was launched. She signed 
with Ford Modeling Agency and 
made history by becoming the first 
Black.woman to grace the cover of 
the prestigious fashibn magazine, 
Vogue, in 1974. A staunch sup- 
porter of Black women, Johnson 
sincerely hoped this act would 
enable Black women to advance in 
the field of modeling. Johnson went 
on to grace countless magazine 


covers. By the year 1975, she was 
the undisputed top Black model in 
the United States. 

Appearing ‘recently on a seg- 
ment of the Oprah Winfrey show, 
Johnson spoke bluntly about the 
pitfalls of modeling. She urged 
young women who are considering 
this vocation to strongly reconsider, 
including her only child, Anansa, 
who is now following her mother’s, 
footsteps. 

In the later years, Johnson has 
expanded her career to include 
being an actress and a writer. 


The Tuskegee Airmen broke Army Air Corps color barrier 


At the beginning of World War II 
in 1941, the U.S. was totally 
segregated, Blacks were barred 
from the Army Air Corps. Under ex- 
treme pressure from Black or- 
ganizations, a legendary group of 
airmen, known as the “Tuskege@ 
Airmen" broke that color barrier. All 
of these gentlemen trained at the 


Tuskegee Army Air Base near Tus- 
kegee Institute in Alabama. 

These fighting pilots served in 
the war in Europe The pioneer 
aviators returned home with 150 
Distinguished Flying Crosses and 
Legions of Merit. Many airmen 
remained in the military after World 
War II, and helped integrate the arm 


forces. Among the leaders of this 
group were General Daniel James, 
the first Black four-star general and 
Lt. General Benjamin Davis Jr., the 
first Black general in the Air Force. 

Today, the Tuskegee Airmen 
have a strong and viable organiza- 
tion that numbers 2,000 members 
worldwide. Their aim is to promote 


education, self-esteem and help 
young people of today meet their 
goals in this challenging life. 

Settling comfortable in civilian 
life, members of this historic group 
have gone to become judges, 
politicians, religious leaders and 
educators.

Carter appointed Norma L. Hol- 
loway Johnson to the federal court 
in the District of Columbia, she bé- 
came the first Black woman ap- 
pointed to the bench.

After graduating, she at- 
tended Miner Teachers College and 


eventually went on to Georgetown 
University Law School. In 1962, she 
became the first Black woman 
graduate of this prestigious school. 
Johnson stated that she chose a 
career in law to help Black people. 

Her legal career began in the 
U.S. Department of Justice, where 
sha served as a trial attorney in 


1963. In 1970, Richard Nixon ap- 
pointed her to the court of General 
Sessions. 

Johnson is active in many civic 
and professional organizations in- 
cluding the National Association of 
Black Women Attorneys and the 
National Association of Women 
Judges.

CHARLES YOUNG 

Colonel Charles Young was the 
first Black American graduate of 
West Point to achieve distinction in 
the military. 

Entering West Point in 1884, 
Young completed his studies in 
1889. Immediately .he began active 
service that took him around the 
world, Some of the countries he 


served in were Haiti, Liberia and 
Cuba. 

Ascholar by any account, Young 
was fluent in several languages in- 
cluding Greek, German, French 
and Spanish. A music connoisseur, 
he played the piano and violin 
Young was also an instructor at Wil- 
berforce University. 

With the start of World War |, 
Young was not content to play a 


passive role. He proved doctors 
wrong when they questioned his 
health and went on to serve active 
duty. In fact, he was chosen to train 
troops in Illinois. 

Young died’in Lagos, Nigeria in 
1922. He was returned to America 
and-buried at the Arlington National 
Cemetery.

EDGAR DANIEL NIXON 
1900-1987 


When Mrs. Rosa Parks was ar- 
rested in Montgomery, Alabama, 
December 1, 1955, because she 
refused to give up her seat to a 
white Southerner, she called Edgar 
D. Nixon. Nixon, then called Ralph 
D. Abernathy, H.H. Hubbard, Asa 
Philip Randolph, and Martin L. King, 
Jr, to assist him with Mrs. Parks 
situation. The rest is history. 


E.D. Nixon was buried in March, 
1987, being eulogized as the fear- 
less, unsung hero of the Civil Rights 
era. He is credited with having hand 
picked Martin Luther King, Jr. to 
lead the movement because he 
lacked the education and elo- 


quence to do so himself 


Nixon died at age 87 in 
Montgomery, his home and his bat- 
tlefield. He was a pullman porter 
who, in the 1920's helped fofm a 
union for Black railroad porters - 
The Brotherhood of Black Sleeping 
Car Porters. 


He was behind voter registration 
marches in the 1940's. He tried in 
1954 to desegregate Montgomery's 
public schools, and he was director 
of the State NAACP. He was 
treasurer of the Montgomery Im- 
provement Association, and raised 
$400,000 to fund the successful.

| met Billy Hill some four years ago while 
covering Ohio State football, He was a small 
man, who after calling me Ahmed for a day, 
referred to me as holmes (inner-city slang for 
friend). Billy was always a person that had 
something nice to say to you. He was best with 
one-liners that had you laughing hours after 
you had left him. 

Billy worked more hours than the president. 
Billy helped me with my ankle, Archie Griffin 
said Billy was helping him rehab a knee, Chris 
Saunders was seeing Billy for a tape job while 
he is training for the NFL. Billy,.also still put in 
his 75 hours at the university. 

“This guy was a great guy," said Griffin, 
holding back the tears. "The university is going 
to miss him. He enjoyed his job. | remember 
Billy working with’ Coach (Woody) Hayes. 
Woody wasn't the easiest guy to deal with 
while keeping the team healthy. But Woody 
always knew that Billy was right." 

Billy not only knew how to do is job, but he 
knew how to deal with people, Over 20 years, 
he came across many personalities that was 
not as friendly as his own.

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Billy Hill, nationally known 
trainer, dies of heart attack

Ohio State University's respected and 
knowledgeable head trainer, Billy Hill, 
died of a massive heart attack while at 
home early Monday morning. He was 47. 


Hill, who had a small history of heart 
complication, had trouble breathing 
sometime between 3-4 a.m., while at 
home. His wife, Rose called the medics 


-and Hill was transported to St, Ann's 


Hospital, where he expired 
Funeral arrangements are being held

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The news of Hill's death swept through 
the university that Hill had made as his 
second home. Friends, co-workers ard 
those that had simple acquaintances + “h 
Hill expressed their deep feelings on the 
loss. 

“He could relate to anybody," said Ar- 
chie Griffin, associate director of Athletics 
and one of Hill's former patients. "He had 
been here 20 years and still relate to 
everybody like he did when we caine up 
Everybody enjoyed being around him." 

“He was a tremendous person,” said 
OSU defensive coordinator Bill Young 
“He will leave a big whole here forever. 
He was as Close to our players as 
anybody. We loved him. It's going to be 
a tough loss." 

Hill, who called every person he met 
“holmes”, was equally respected in his 
profession. Hill is the outgoing President 
of the Ohio Athletic Trainers Association 
and in 1991. He also received commen- 
dation for 25 years service in the National 
Athletic Trainers Association 

Ohio State wide receiver Chris 
Saunders was shocked when told of Hill's 
death. “Are you serious?" he asked, still 
looking in disbelief. "He was a caring 
person. He helped me a lot. He was like 
a father away from home. He gave us 
inspiration." 

The-Memphis, Tennessee native 
joined the Ohio State staff in 1971. Hill 

iduated from the university in 1973, 

hen he was appointed co-head trainer. 
He became the head trainer in 1974. 

Hill's ability to bring out the best in 
people, not only lead to the quick 
recovery of athletes, but led-to the ap- 
pointment on the United States Olympic 
Committee of the Sports Medicine Coun- 
cil, where he established sports medicine 
policies for the 1986 Summer Olympics 
in Atlanta, Georgia 

Hill was. head trainer-for the United 
States' track teams at the 1984 Olympics 
in Los Angeles, the 1975 Pan Am Games 
in Mexico City and the 1983 World Track 
and Field Championships on Helsinki 
Additionally, he toured the U.S.S.R., Ger- 
many, and Great Britain as the head 
trainer for various U.S. track contingents.
